It 
seemed like n pretty good time to look back lo HU>o 
ami forward to I! >57. Sandwiched between is one of 

tile best years of tnir exist rn* as a nit ion. At the 

etui of ( 956 our membership is the highest III OUT 
history and likewise our wage rales, i rains in Iringc 
benefits io all brunches of our indoslrv have been 
marked, t hie utility mid mmiufaH living members 
hare been part iettlarly successful in this regard. 
Wage gains and other benefits attained by our rail- 
road members in November were exeel lent ami bring 
that segment of our Brotherhood nearer to the wage 
rate to which they are entitled. 

Our construction members have had a good year 
nod have made good wages, and union-hall benches 
were for the most part empty. That is good news in 
any wireinnu's hook. 

We’ve reached the eild ot the first year of Ah L- 
VW merger. Tilings have worked out well for the 
Electrical Workers. This has been a good year in 
which wi* were free to organise, rather than expend 
mir efforts in the battle of dual unionism* 

We've had our share of jurisdictional disputes, but 
we believe there were less this year, due chiefly to 
the agreements entered into with sister unions in the 
building trade#. 

Our round] on Industrial Relations had a busy 
year, but once more we mark the end of a year with 
no decision violated. 

Yes, ii has been a good year. And tl has been a 
good year in spite of au Administration in Washing- 
ton, certainly not noted for its love ol labor. 

However, they say the true lest of progress is when 
it is made in spite of circumstances and not because 
of them. 

We write off 1956 A. I), on the credit side of the 
ledger insofar as Brotherhood progress is concerned, 
with a notation that it was t lie earnest effort and 
vigilance and good sense o i our local union officers 
and members that made this progress passible. 

As for 1057? Then- are ti few things to remember 
That old slogan * # eternal vigilance is the price of 
freedom/ 1 doesn't apply merely to our national se- 
curity. It applies to organized labor and to every 
other body whose rights are being tampered with. 

Right -1 a- Work'" law advocates, and those pushing 
other ei|uiitly vicious brands of anti-union legisla- 
tion, proponents of the " runaway n shop and others, 
were real powers to be reckoned with in 1955 and 
1956, To use the vermicular, “They 11 he in there 


pitching*' in 1957 and 195s, mid 196S and 199* fur 
that matter. 

So it is 1 1 1 1 to the saiiic local union officers and 
members who brought the IBEW through 1956 su 
successfully, to continue lo work ami watch and forge 
ahead. We close with jusl lids note, from the l. Ik 
We have confidence that this will he done, I’mifi- 
denee based on past experience. 


Where Electricity Goes 

The I HEW slogan for many years has been 
41 Where electricity goes, there goes the lBE\Y/‘ And 
certainly in the early days, lltai slogan applied to 
our Brotherhood in every area.

Ami yet. to 
the average American citizen, the word electricity 
means lo him, light in Ids living room, toast when he 
wants it. air conditioning when be Hips a switch and 
so on and so on through the myriad list of duties the 
hidden servant perforins. 

Right liero and now, we want to give high praise 
mid tribute to llte many, many locals throughout the 

Brut he I, which have answerer I the International 

Office’s constant appeal on behalf of hnijs.se wiring. 
Many locals have cno.penil.od with their eon t radons 
who have had a steady drive on to got this work. They 
have not always wauled to do it but viewing the over- 
all picture, they Imd the good sense lo sett the wisdom 
of having small jobs performed *' union/’ They have 
seen wlial Inal to he .accomplished and they have done 
jt. To these we say a warm thank you and congratu- 
lations on a job well done. 

We wish the story ended there, with all our inside 
locals having that good sense* and the foresight, the 
wisdom and ability to go out and organize their ter- 
ritory- doing all the electrical work and no! just 
some of it. Many have been ’ ' dragging their feet 
as the saying goes. It is to these locals and their 
members that wc make a special appeal now. 

Whether we want to realize ii or not, a vast field 
is opening up fur Electrical Workers in house wir- 
ing, Many houses which received their first electricity 
hack in the twenties, are due for an overhaul. The 
demand for a groui number of major electrical ap- 
p Malices on the market today (and which incidentally,

Investing Our Money 

Beeentiy a release went mil from the Foiled States 
Federal Housing Administration announcing that the 
MiEtt had been certified to buy mortgage loans in- 
sured under F 1 1 A programs, 

Tight money and higher financing easts have al- 
ready narrowed the housing market significantly. 
This brings a two-fold hardship to our people. First, 
inatn cun nut finance the moderately, priced homes they 
wish to build, and second, many of one Electrical 
W orkers are deprived of work which ordinarily would 
be available to t hem. 

The JBHW has been in ve; sling its funds for more 
than 20 years in tin* convent muni and Veterans Ad- 
ministration loan field. It is now extending its field of 
operations to FILY mortgages, because we believe that 
this is a fitting and proper way for tie* funds which 
belong to all our members lo be used — specifically in 
work that is going to aid them and other follow 
unionists. 

A bard and fast stipulation set by us in loaning 
our money is two-fohl One, it must Ur used in build 
ing eonsi ruci inti, and two. all work for which our 
funds arc used* must be performed with union labor* 

1BEW money is now being loaned for building in 
t he ful lowing cities : 

Sari Francisco, rhieago, St. Louis, Detroit, (levc- 
knid and Mimicapolis-Wt. Paul. As our funds will 
permit we plan to extend our mortgage buying to ad- 
ditional cities. 

Of course this type of investment, as our members 
well know From previous articles appearing hi our 
Journal and from our discussions at our District 
Progress Meetings, is only part of our investment 


hdto. Dur Brotherhood funds are also invested in 
various stocks and bonds in accordance with accepted 
business practice for our type of organisation. 

This matter of investing our funds is one we feci 
strongly about. We ward those Funds, first of all* to 
be sa Fry Second we want them to earn money so that 
1 1 a*y may increase and enable us to continue to build 
up our Pension Fund. Third* we want our money 
used io help our own members— tn keep them em- 
ployed and enable I hem to build homos. 


The Union Label

new oih\ we have a special appeal to make to our 
membership as tar as goals for 1 ho 7 go. Our cam- 
paign to initiate new members in IfioG went well last 
year.

Second We appeal to our members to demand union 
label goods and union services in every phase nf their 
daily living. What helps one helps all union mem- 
bers. so in IhoT Im s resolve to do our full share.

The proprietor of a small elec- 
trical appliance shop in Philadel- 
phia, Thomas Everett Cornish, 
made a I rip t *• Boston in IsTT to 
visit another dealer in ctaelricul 
supplies. That dealer was Charles 


A. Williams. Jr., a manufacturer 
of electrical eipttpmeul, in whose 
shop Bell and his associate* had 
made the first telephones, Tondsh 
took back with him to Philadel- 
phia. two of these early instru- 
ments. And those two old-fash* 
ioned instruments were destined 


to be the first telephones of a coin 
party which now operates more 
than three and a half million. 

Cornish set up his two phones 
one in his shop and one in his 
home (two and one-half miles 
apart) and operated them suc- 
cessfully. lie did not receive

much eiirmirttgcmmit from tin* Ju- 
eal citizenry. in spite of the work- 
able quality of his models. I n- 
dflimtetL however, lie obtained 
rights to promote the telephone 
in Philadelphia and formed a eom- 
paiiy which he called **The Tele- 
phone Company of Philadelphia/' 

in the summer of 1ST", In* em- 
ployed two Funner telegraph com- 
pany men. and they installed 
Philadelphia first switchboard. 
Five iron wire lines wen* in- 
stalled, in a modest beginning. 
Strange as it may seem today. 
Cornish received all sorts of ob- 
stacles In Ins enterprise. De was 
refused permission to string Ids 
wires. His workmen were ar- 
rested, He was warned to quit or 
be driven out. However. Cornish 
persisted and in devious ways 
filially managed to have In wires 
strung and obtained s subscribers. 

in 1878, the first telephone di- 
rectory was issued in Philadel- 
phia. It consisted uf four did x 
fj fd in eh cards, printed on one 
side only. 

Progress was slow but steady.

CM course there was u beginning 
to this custom, too. AYe can hare 
our observance of it to Chi gland 
where a Christmas card designed 
by d. c, Horsley, at the suggestion 
of Sir Henry Cole, appeared in 
1^4-3. It depicted a Victorian fami- 
ly parly at which those present 
wen* drinking the health of the 
abseil 1 friend who received the 
card. 

Cards were not gene rally sold in 
England, however, until tin 1 IKfjO's. 
Then the custom rendy caught on 
and spread throughout the land 
mil iJ it became an an mud part 
of the British Christinas season. 
Other nations then adopted the 
tradition, as did our own United 
States, 

In the United Slides, the (Jer- 
mnn-boni Boston tifliogi^phci*, 
I amis lining, first offered printed 
Christinas cards for sale in the 
year 1^75. Those were very beauti- 
ful cards decorated with apple 
blossoms, Ki Harney roses and the 
like. Hater on he added children 
in t he snow, fir trees and fireplaces, 
and al Iasi Santa Claus to Jus card 
designs. Prang withdrew Jus cards 
from sale in the year 1SIKJ, when a 
fined of cheap and ugh Christmas 
cards hit the market. But the 
Christmas card was here to slay, 
hWluuattily the cards produced 
have improved with the years, as 
they have ijjCTrifeed in popularity. 
Today approximately two billion 


cards arc carried by i he mails each 

I lirist mas. 

A long time ago Longfellow 
wrote his lasting Christum* poem 
that reads in part like this; 

* fc l heard the bells on Christinas 
day 

Their old familiar carols play. 11 

I I is words remind us of how very 
numb a part of Christmas i.s the 

lovely enrol. 

Carol is a word of Creek origin, 
which m Medieval England was 
applied to a ring dance aceom 
panted by singing. This meaning 
of 1 he word was event ually changed 
until carol meant only the song 
itself. With lime, it came to denote 
vernacular songs of Christ rutin (as 
opposed to solemn Nativity hymns 
— first of which, hi Latin, ap- 
peared hi the 5th century). 

The first true Christmas carols 
have been traced to Italy and as- 
cii bed to the first Franciscan*, 
companions of Mi, Francis of As- 
sisi, 

From Italy, Christinas enrols 
spread to Spain and France am! 
gradually to all of Europe, We 
learn that ! he earliest known Eng 
lish carol was written at the begin- 
ning of I he t ill h cent my. 

The first American Christmas 
carol was written by a missionary 
working among Huron Indians, 
one John de B rebel if, hi I he J 7 1 h 
century, those E litmus who Inal be- 
come Christians, celebrated the 
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feast of Cliratm-au very devoutly. 
One of their practice** was that of 
meeting al a si veil place to sing 
hymns iu honor of the Christ 
Child, 

So we see that Cfl rnls have ItcCTI 
popular in tliis country as well as 
in Europe for many years. Now* 
ever, organized < lirislmas Eve 
caroling in the United Stales is 
not so old a tradition. We find 
organized caroling mi Hi •neon Hill 
hi Boston beginning in I bOS and 
see the custom starling in St. Loins 
the following year. In that eity 
groups of young people assembled 
ami sang enrols before every house 
which showed a lighted candle in 
the window. 

Besides inviting en infers 1o sing, 
the lighted candle al Him! mas 
has always lunl a much deeper sig- 
nificance, From medieval times* a 
lighted candle represented Christ, 
the light of the world. The tradi- 
tion of lighting n candle at Christ- 
mas to symlxdizc Christ lias me 
rln red from those times to the pruv 
mil. In olden times Christian 
families would light ti candle on 
Christmas Bve and place il in the 
center of a laurel wreath to burn 
through the night. It was lighted 
each successive it I g 11 t during 
Christmas tide. 

The custom of the Christmas 
candle m various forms has been 
praet iced throughout Europe for 
hundreds of years. From there, of

emirse, it came to the western 
world. The specific custom of put- 
ting a lighted candle in the win- 
dow on Christmas eve was brought 
to the Ctiiietl Stales by Irish im- 
migrants. 

And perhaps those trim light 
Hitch a candle remember this fam- 
ous stanza ns they do so: 

“The door is on the latch 
tonight, 

The hearth-fire is aglow, 
t seem to hear soft passing 
feet— 

The Christ Child hi the snow/* 
This word picture of a glowing fire 
to welcome the Child, firings to 
mind, too, another honored tradi- 
tion — -that of the Yule log. The 
Yule log actually originated among 
i Jermaine tribes as a pagan cele- 
bration for the Yule-god Thor, But 
during the early Christian era this 
practice was transferred to Chrisi- 
mns.

In lss2 a charter was issued 
for a company known as South- 
ern Pennsylvania Telephone Com- 
pauy which name was changed 
shortly thereafter to simply Penn- 
sylvania Telephone Company, The 
subscriber list grew rapidly. In 
1SS4, the Company employed its 
first women operators. 

The eventual development of 
the Hell Telephone Company of 
Pennsylvania as it exists today 
was one of consolidation, since 
each eity and section originally 
had its own small company with 
its own corporate identity. 

The climax to a series of mer- 
gers came in 1907 when the Bell 
Telephone Company of Pennsyl- 
vania was formed, and a whole 
rosier of major companies either 
associated or became a part of 
this company in the early 1900 f R. 

Serves 79 Per Cent 

Today, the Hell system serves 
approximately 79 percent of the 
citizens of Pennsylvania who have 
telephones. 1 1 employs nearly 
40.000 persons and has 3,562,000 
telephones in operation — 123.000 
manual and 3,139,000 dial. 

There is a network of well over 
a million miles of wire connecting 
these phones and their cable 
routes. 

We are proud to salute the 
Telephone Workers of Pennsyl- 
vania and tell something of the 
company for which they work this 
month.

The painter, Roberto Ferruzzi, was best known because of this paint- 
ing, often called “The Madonna of the Poor/' His background of wealth, 
culture anil learning did much to help him in his pursuit of art, 

Ferruzzf was an only child, bom in 1854 at Sebenico, Italy, In 18U8 he 
w* nt to Venice and became a pupil tit the Liceo Marco Foscarim. After 
completing his studies he attended the University of Padua and re- 
ceived his degree in law although shortly after this be began to paint 
and never followed this profession. As far as his study of painting is 
concerned, Fcmixsi d id not pursue formal art training but rather 
worked alone, drawing from his background and love of art for his style* 

He was known ns a painter of figures and exhibited the “Madonnhui” 
at Venice in 1KU7 at which time it was purchased by the Fratelli Album 
of Florence, n well known publishing house which then made photo- 
graphic reproductions of the* painting, 

Ferruzau was highly regarded by those who knew him for his admir- 
able qualities both as a man and as a painter. 

We hope our readers will enjoy this addition to our gallery of Christ- 
mas madonnas.

Note on brother Deery’s Prize 
Winning Display — 

The display was created by 
Brother Charles Dtery of LX 7 . 
26, who drew the figures free- 
hand on Masonite, cut them out 
with a compass saw, and 
painted them with bright colors. 

He then designed a mechan- 
ism to give the reindeer a run- 
ning motion, to ring old-time 
sleigh bells, and also cause 
Santa's hand to wave. 

In back of Santa’s sleigh was 
a box containing a small motor, 
shafting, pulleys, and belts. A 
shaft was put th lough the box 
with a pulley on the outside to 
drive a wheel on the display 
which had a stud ofF center to 
operate a piece of Is inch KMT 
as a fiush rod the full length 
of the display.

System Council of Local Unions 
On Niagara Mohawk Property 

rp HE S y STE M CO l * N Cl I of 1 he t Wei ve I oca Is rep resent i ng the 
members of the LB.EAY. on the Niagara Mohawk properties 
vigorously opposes the redevelopment of Niagara Power by any Federal, 
State or other Government agencies. 

The redevelopment of Niagara can in no respect be likened to the 
multiple purpose power projects of the Si. Lawrence, South, Southwest 
and Northwest. The engineering blueprints provide for a system of 
water tunnels so as not to mar the beauty of the falls. 

The other public power projects were built primarily for flood control, 
sanitation, irrigation or navigation with electric power being strictly 
secondary. Because of the magnitude of these projects, they could not 
or would not have been built by private enterprise. 

At Niagara Falls the State or Federal Government would engage 
entirely in the genera 4 . ion of electric power in direct competition with 
the employer of our members. 

If this project, with its strictly power generation feature, is developed 
by a governmental agency, it could start a bandwagon rush for tax 
exemption of virtually every other hydro-electric project in the United 
States. Private utilities in New York State are ready, willing and able 
to undertake the project if granted a license to do so. 

The members of our locals have what we consider to be one of the 
finer contracts in the utility field, A few months ago Niagara Mohawk 
was unfortunate in losing a portion of its Schoeilkopf Station at Niagara 
Falls due to a rock slide. The security clause in our contract guarantees 
employment for our mem tiers whose jobs were affected due to this 
catastrophe, in a job with the same pay although they might be doing 
work of a lesser grade. 

In New York State we have a law, referred to as the Condon-Wadlin 
Act, which is a vicious, discriminatory law against any public employe 
working for municipalities or authorities. This law basically takes from 
an employe the right to strike. It is so broad in its interpretation that a 
person being absent from work ran be ruled as a striker and lose his job. 

This law was invoked in Niagara Falls when some of the civil service 
employes went out on strike in the early *50 'a. Under this law they were 
all fired but were reappointed with loss of all seniority rights, no increase 
in compensation for a period of three years, and they must serve a five- 
year probationary period without tenure and at the pleasure of the 
appointing officer or body. 

If Niagara Power is developed by public authorities we, the members 
of these locals, would have to operate under these conditions which 
eventually would tend to destroy our unions. 

Finally, may we add that the St, Lawrence Development, which con- 
sists of power and navigational features, is entirely separate from the 
Niagara Development and as such we have never had any objection to 
the St, Lawrence Development. 

May we repeat that we recognize the right of the government to 
develop waterways for navigation, irrigation or flood control but never 
call we agree to the redevelopment of Niagara Power, which is solely 
power generation, by public authorities, when private industry is will- 
ing, able arid capable of doing the job. 

So, we urgently solicit the support of all our Brothers in the LB,EAV, 
throughout the U, S. in opposing the redevelopment of the Niagara 
R3v&' for power purposes by any governmental agency.

Deaths, Hurts Reported 
By L.U. 17, Detroit 

L, IT. 17, DETROIT. MICH.— As Sep- 
tom her frosts cut short the green 
growing season following a cool and 
wet summer, October's bright blue 
weather reminds us that just around 
the bend is hunting season, one more 
of the good things of life for us in 
the great out of doors worth waiting 
for. Then we settle hack to the rush 
of fall business with all of its loose 
ends to catch up before had weather 
and the snows that bring Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. These special 
occasions which bring families closer 
together will surely have a deeper 
meaning to the families of the 136 
fatalities reported for 1955 in the re- 
cent release of the Electric Light and 
Power Industry's Safety Committee. 

In a three-month period beginning 
in June this year we have had three 
fatalities, two from contact with a 
hot transformer case and one flash 
burn front a defective primary cable. 
There have been three disabling falls 
resulting In a broken hack, a severed 
spine and a teg amputation, and 14 
flash burns of serious consequence. 

Can it be longer argued that we are 
not in a dangerous business and can 
we afford to be put to sleep by a 
record which may show no lost, time 
because the injured returned to the 
job but not to work. This all may 
help to make the job seem safe and 
carry no special hazard, but you and 
I cannot afford to live in a fool's 
paradise, we must recognize the haz- 
ards even though the industry refuses 
to pay the trade wages comparable to 
the risk involved and the limited span 
of working years. But this is man's 
inhumanity to man when he is well 
organized, with a strong and over-

powering profit motivation and little 
if any sense of social responsibility* 

We have completed the line con* 
tract agreement with a scale of $3,4fi 
and double time for all overtime, two- 
way travel time ami a guaranteed 
four hour cal bout. The City of De- 
troit has been notified of this agree- 
ment and as it also sets its pattern 
of wages this shows progress although 
it is less than the construction rate of 
$ 3 * 50 * 

We are now faced with the job of 
requiring one of our employees to 
treat its employes as other than sec- 
ond class citizens* While their stock 
dividends rose in the past five years 
from $1*21* to $l*8o or a fiO per cent 
increase, in the same period, Septem- 
ber 1951 to September 1956, the line- 
mans* rate lose 21 per cent, $238*5 to 
$285*9 Including cost-of-living in- 
creases. 

The following Brothers have reached

Local 412 Training 
Program Outstanding 

L. U. 112, KANSAS CITY, MO— 
Local Union No. 412 of Kansas City, 
Missouri, in conjunction with the. Kan- 
sas City Power and Light Company, 
is happy to acknowledge the second 
anniversary of the training program 
for the Production Department em- 
ployes. This training program is rated 
as one of the finest in the country and 
has received notable comment 
throughout the electrical industry as 
well as other major industries* The 


following is u Luief outline of our pro- 
gram and its operation. 

The Apprenticeship and Training 
Standards were accepted and approved 
by both the company and the union 
on October 2d, 1954. These standards 
were registered with the Bureau of 
Apprenticeship, United States Depart- 
ment of Labor on November 8* 1954, 

The original standards of the train- 
ing program were devised by a joint 
committee of three union and three 
company men. Assisting these men 
were four advisory members of the 
union and company and one man from 
the United states Bureau of Appren- 
ticeship. Individual committees were 
formed of union men and immediate 
supervisors to work out basic and de- 
tailed training programs for their 
groups* There were 10 of these com- 
mittees. Programs produced by these 
10 committees were submitted to the 
Joint Committee for approval and 
suggested revision, before being put 
into effect* 

The following are the acceptance 
and approval dates of various work 
experience schedules of apprentices 
and the training programs of all train- 
ees, except that of the watch elec- 
trician* 

Electrician, Apprentice, 10-29-54: 
Mechanic, Apprentice, 1-25-55; Boiler 
Repairman Apprentice, 1-25*55; 
Northeast Station Boiler Hoorn Opera- 
tors, 12-5-55; Northeast Station Tur- 
bine Room Operators, 9-26-55; Grand 
Avenue Station Boiler Room Opera- 
tors, 9-26-55; Grand Avenue Station 
Turbine Room Operators, 9-26-55; 
Hawthorn Station Operators, 9-26-55; 
Northeast and Grand Avenue Stations 
Electrical Operators, 3-30-56; Electri- 
cal Technician, 4-4-56; Results Tech- 
nician, 7-27-56, 

This program developed into such 
scope and magnitude that it became 
necessary to appoint a full time co- 
ordinator to assist the various com- 
mittees in formation of their pro- 
grams and to administer them once 
they were set up. 

The Individual committees, once 
their programs are developed, may 
function as examination committees if 
desired. Examinations are given each 
six months in the case of apprentices, 
technicians and electrical operators, 
while all other trainees are given a 
qualifying examination upon comple- 
tion of training for a particular job. 

Accurate records of pertinent in- 
formation in regard to all training 
became a function of the Coordinator 
of Training on March 23, 1955, Since 
that time there have been 126 exam- 
inations given to apprentices and 
trainees* Over 95 percent of the ex- 
aminations have been passed, which 
is a very good percentage for any 
training program. 

Five men have received journey- 
man certificates since the inception of 
the training program, three electri- 
cians and two mechanics. 
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At the* present there are 73 men 
under the training program. Of these 
15 are apprentices in training at pres- 
ent which includes four boiler repair* 
men, six electricians and five me- 
chanics. 

Excellent cooperation between the 
Union and Company has been main- 
tained throughout the past two years 
in regard to the various production 
department training programs. 

Here is an example of the program 
in the form of a Work Experience 
Schedule for an Apprentice Mechanic*

We are trying to uphold our 
jurisdictional claims and attempting 
to perform all the work connected 
with the electrical industry. The 
business manager has set meetings 
with all job and shop stewards to 
enlighten them on methods that will 
secure additional work for L.D. 508. 

At present we have sufficient work 
that will keep our members busy for 
some time to come. We are working 
quite a few members from out-of- 
town local unions.

L.U. 1049 Scribe Tells 

Of N.A.M. Ambitions 

L. T T , MltP, LONG ISLAND, N. Y.— 
Not too long ago we discussed the 
vital importance of active union mem- 
bership in the labor movement* Wo 
mentioned the fact that there are 
many groups Wealthy and powerful, 
whose aims and intents arc directly 
adverse to those of the labor move- 
ment; whose ultimate aim is the total 
eclipse of the labor movement as we 
know it today* With fancy wording, 
high sounding titles and with tre- 
mendous financial resources at their 
command they work untiringly cover- 
ing every angle to reach their goal, 
the elimination of unions* 

Perhaps the most famous, or in- 
famous of these groups is the one 
that makes the headlines m often, 


the N.A.M* This ancient, if not hon- 
orable group of citizens, claims as 
their father one James Van Cleave 
of St, Louis, who in 1395 founded the 
group to grind a personal axe; he 
wanted to continue to operate his 
Hove factory without union labor. 
This organization has spent 61 years 
doing everything within its power to 
outlaw unions and when stopped by 
the courts resorted to any means at 
hand to halt or deter their progress. 

To operate industry without union 
‘interference’ 1 has been the founda- 
tion stone of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. At first they 
attempted to beat down unions by 
court, injunctions* The Sherman Ami- 
Tmst Act of 1899 proved to be a 
loaded pistol which was promptly 
Used In break the back of the newly- 
founded railroad organizations. It 
was judged illegal to boycott, tn ask 
for shorter hours or more wages. The 
very act of organizing was declared 
a criminal one; and backed by the 
courts who Issued such prejudiced 
and partial decisions the N.A.M. rose 
to defend the rights of the individual 
workman* Long live the individual 
worker! Alone and dependent on his 
boss for the very necessities of life, 
he can be “handled.” But united m 
the band of unionism, he must be 
dealt with as a man, a person with 
a most saleable commodity, a day's 
labor. 

This theory of dealing with the in- 
dividual rather than the group is 
tho basis of the “right to work” — 
fallacy that is being headlined in 
every newspaper in the nation. 

The second President of the N.A.M*, 
John Kiiby, Jr.* wrote “To temporize 
or yield one job or title to the de- 
mands of organized labor which in 
any manner helps to increase its 
power to deprive any man, woman or 
child of the free untmmmeled right, 
to earn their daily bread in such 
lawful manner as may seem best to 
them, is to share in (he responsibility 
for the criminal conspiracies in which 
such organizations are engaged.” 
This was written in the 1 9th century, 
not by a dictator but by the lender 
of a group who vote allegiance to nur 
Bill of I tights which affirms our be- 
ll'd’ in the inherent dignity of man. 
Read any paper today. The aims of 
the N.A.M, have never changed and 
never will. Only the vigilance of a 
strong active, intelligent union mem- 
bership can keep for us what has been 
won in spite of the opposition of such 
organizations. “The enemies of 
labor” is not a figment of a journal- 
ist's imagination. They do exist. 
They can be beaten* For It is the 
God given right of the working man 
to share in the blessings and wealth 
Of his country.

This 
local has recently been granted certi- 
fication as bargaining agents for the 
employes of the Maritime Telegraph 
ami Telephone Company Ltd* Brother 
Halph Clements has put considerable 
etTon into L.U, 1030 over the years 
am] we wish him well, 

Another of our Halifax locals- - 
L.U. I trtS — lias met with trouble in 
the dockyard in the past few weeks 
due to unfair wages being paid which 
is a direct result of the silly manner 
winch tin* Government employs to 
strike the prevailing rate in the area. 
In view of the fact that the large 
number of unions in the dockyard are 
denied bargaining rights by a Govern* 
men l whose thinking in this respect is 
mid- Victorian, it would appear that 
strong political action is the lies* way 
to force the powers that be to change 
their attitude. 

The current dispute between the 
dockyard unions and the Government 
is still in the process of lining negoti- 
ated and we hope the results will 


prove satisfactory. Beat wishes in 
1133. 

Still another of our Halifax locals 
lias just ended a fen-day strike 
against the Halifax Construction 
Association* ft was brought about by 
the stubborn refusal of the associa- 
tion to accept the recommendations of 
a conciliation board report which in- 
cluded an increase 1 of nine cents. 
Our International Representative, 
Brother "Nig" Tracy was in the city 
to deal with this mat tot and a few 
days later a settlement was roue lied, 
but Its terms have not yet been re- 
leased apparently because a number 
of the other building tradea locals, 
which were also involved in the dis- 
pute, have not decided on a course of 
action. We wish the lieat to L.U, 
625 and we hope that wo shall soon 
see it affiliating with some of the 
labor organizations in the city and 
province* 

Our own local, 1P28, recently re- 
ceived a minor setback when oui 
application for certification for the 
meter readers, storesnicn, and P,A* 
B.X, operators was rejected by the 
Labor Relations Board. On the sum* 
application wc were granted bar- 
gaining rights for the Commercial 
Service Department. The Board re- 
jected our application for meter 
readers and storesmen on the grounds 
that they are part of the company’s 
clerical staff, and with reference to 
the F.A.B.X. operators the Hoard 
says they are confidential employes. 
Did you ever hear of such absurd 
a rgumciits? 

We have filed application for re- 
consideration, but to date we have 
not heard from the Board except for 
their acknowledgment of our letter* 
Our request for reconsideration is in 
accordance with the Trade Union 
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Act of the Province ami we are deter- 
mined to win bargaining: lights for 
these groups even if it means putting 
on public demonstrations on the side- 
walks of the Province House. Some of 
these people are working for the pre- 
posterously low sum of $25.00 per 
week, and no unionist with oven a 
minimum of intestinal fortitude is 
going to walk idly by where the 
wages being paid ate nut) ting more 
than the doh\ 

Since our last letter to the Joi RN \L 
we have affiliated with the Halifax 
District T.L.C. Conned. The names 
of our five delegates are; Brothers < ■ 
Sanford, IL Meigher, Ira Hublcy, 
Jack Thorns, and myself, The Sep- 
tember meeting of the Council was 
taken up with the annual election 
of officers and two of mir delegates 
were elected to office. They are: Dele- 
gates Thoms, who is now a trustee, and 
Perry Ron ay tie, who was elected to 
the office of general secretary. 

During the past month we have 
held informal meetings with the 
various depts. within our jurisdiction 
for the purpose of obtaining the 
departmental data needed in order to 
draft a reasonably clear proposed 
agreement which will be submitted to 
the company before our present 
agreement expires next February. 

These gatherings have been very 
successful, and among other things, 
they have afforded vis the opportunity 
to acquire a working knowledge of 
the problems that are peculiar to the 
respective trades. 

Last week we travelled up country 


to Wolfville to an informal dinner 
and discussion with the officers of 
LttT, 1 1 hii. Brothers Prescott, Mosher, 
ISnor, anti Sullivan, who are the offi- 
cers of 11 fin, received us very gra- 
ciously and evidenced strong inter- 
est in nur mutual problems. They 
were very enthusiastic about arrang- 
ing for more of these gatherings in 
the near future and they have sug- 
gested that L.U, l4Sfi from Yarmouth 
be invited to take part in our next 
get-together, which we consider an 
excellent idea. 

L.U, 11128, L.LL Jiff ft* and L.U. 
t43(> arc nil bargaining agents for 
separate groups of employes of the 
Nova Scotia Light and Power Co, 
Ltd., and of course that adds to the 
value, as well as points to the need 
for this type of meeting, 

Noire the summer months have 
passed we notice an increased attend- 
ance at our meetings. We hope this 
trend will continue, At the time of 
writing we have a few proposed 
amendments to our bylaws ready for 
second reading and final approval by 
the local union at next month’s meet- 
ing. These include an increase in 
initiation fees and a sick and welfare 
committee. 

At our last meeting our L,U. 
decided to affiliate with the Nova 
Scotia Provincial Federation of Labor 
which means our delegates will prob- 
ably Ik* attending the merger conven- 
tion slated for November, 

We do not seem to have sufficient 
time to do all that we would like to 
do are I m ft result something “slips 


by the board” once in a while. One 
of these is out plan for a Joint Coun- 
cil of the I.ILE.W, local unions in 
the Halifax area. However, the 
writer has talked with some of the 
officers and members of our local un- 
ions, and though one or two of them 
arc undecided about the wisdom of a 
Joint Council, many others are down- 
right anxious to bring it into exist- 
ance. The writer believes that such a 
council could very well spearhead a 
long range drive to strengthen the 
position of the LILPLW. in the prov- 
ince p} general, and the Halifax area 
in particular. Most of us are aware 
that ihe badly needed new Labor 
Temple is going to be built, many of 
us also see strong evidence that the 
international unions are beginning to 
show greater interest in our province, 
and these factors combined with 
many others, point to the fact that 
organ i zed labor is about to come into 
it’s own in this area with a strong 
surge forward not far in the offing, 

fit-turning to our L.U. we find 
Brothers Swimmer, and Russell arc 
still on compensation. Brother Sal- 
le do is out of the hospital and rest- 
ing well at home. 

Over l he past few months we have 
manziged to win back-pay awards for 
quite a few of our members, ami we 
have also succeeded in obtaining fair 
settlements to practically all of the 
grievances that we had.

Holly, known as the universal 
symbol of ( liristmas, at one time 
in England was superstitions!} re- 
garded as having special powers. 
It was thought to bring good hick 
to men, while ivy brought good 
luck to women. But to early Chrtti- 
liaus of northern Europe il sym- 
bolized 1 ho burning ihorn bush of 
Moses and the love of i tod that 
filled MnryN heart, h also .served 
to remind the faithful ihal the 
( ’hrist Child was horn to wear a 
crown of t horns. 

In American h runes at Christ- 
mas, the poinsetlbi is an ever popu- 
lar decollation. Il was brought to 
this count rv by Dr. Joel R, Poin- 
sett from Mexico (it Is a native 


plant of Leu Ira I America), in I he 
year 1821b The plain flourished in 
the Smith Carolina climate, Dr. 
Ihiinsett s home, and was adopted 
l (mmglumt I ho land. 

Its star-shaped bloom rs a re- 
minder of l he star of Bethlehem 
and in fact the people of Mexico 
call it "the flower of the Holy 

Night/ ’ 

Mistletoe Popular 

Ancient mistletoe is ever popu- 
lar at the (-Kristinas season, too. 
tfiicc il was sacred plain to the 
Druids of Britain. It was thought 
by them to have miraculous qua li- 
lies, Nu strong was this belief, that 
enemies meeting beneath il in the 
forest would lay down their arms 
to exchange n greeting. Mistletoe 
became a token of peace and of 
good will, A kiss beneath if meant 
a pledge of hue and a promise of 
marriage, 

Aliei- England was converted to 
t linstianitY, it became a f radii ion 
to place mistletoe’ at the altar in 
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tin* 1 'a 1 1 hh 1 r«i I of \ m*lc it l Christ* 
mas win* tv it symbolized nut the 
Druids' AU-heal, lint became in* 
sti‘j ii [ the symbol of Christ, the I 
vint* I I ruler of nations.

Decorating an evergreen tree iti 
the lianie has come down to tis 
from fieriiiany where ihe e us tom 
grew up during the 17th and 1Mb 
miinries. This practice did not 
suddenly spring up* but was a 
gradual merging of two customs 
observed in < termini homes — -those 
of setting up a glittering eiiiidle* 
lit pyramid and a fruit and pastry 
decorated paradise tree, represent- 
ing thi k fall and redemption of 
man* 

Christmas Trees Spread 

By I he loginning of the 1 fit U 
century the Christmas tree was a 
widespread custom throughout 
» ter many and slavie com i tries,. It 
l raveled to Paris in l s ->7 when 
Princess Helen of Mecklenburg 
married the Duke of Orleans; then 
crossed the channel in 1*11 when 
Victoria and Albert had a liw sot 
lip at Windsor rustic. 

Dorman immigrants brough l the 
beautiful custom with them to 
America, probably as early as tike 
1700V It was here in America 
that the tradition first originated 
of setting up lighted Christmas 
trees in public places. 

We must leave the shining, 
flagrant tree now, and say a word 
a) mu! Christ mas dinners. Dickens 
described the pleasures of family 
feasting on Christmas Day in his 
“Christ inns Carol/’ so well that 
everyone at t liristmastide remem- 
bers happy little Cent Huts “steep- 
ed in siige and onion to the eye 
brow” laughing with delight as 
Mrs. CrntehU enters carrying her 
wonderful steaming plum pudding. 

From the very beginning, Christ- 
mas 1 >ay has been marked by 
Imppv feasting and cacti country 
of cutirsc developed its favorite 
dishes, Actually the origin of the 
American Christmas dinner lies in 
En gland, alt hough the British 


goose or capon lias given place to 
the American turkey mid cran- 
berries, 

English mi nee pie is still a fa- 
vorite here, probably as popular as 
our own pumpkin, In olden times 
in England devout peoples would 
shape the crust lor their mints' 
pies into III tie cribs. They would 
fill the crust with meat and fruits 
and spices from tie* Holy* Lund 
and place a figure of the Christ 
Child on top of ihe crust. 

At one time, I ’urban* tried to 
ban this custom, bin mince pits 
survived while their original shape 
eaioe to he forgotten. 

The crib or manger as we know 
ii in on i- churches or in outside 
decorations or in our homes, has a 
very long history. 

From tkie first centuries of 
Christianity the story of Bethle- 
hem was represented Ell various 
ways. The earliest known picture 
of iIh* manger scene was found on 
a wall of Si. Sebastian *s catacombs 
in Bonn* and dales from aboitl 

:jso a il 

The crib in its use outside Ike 
church in its p return I form is 
traced back to Si. Francis of As- 
sisi, It was he who had a manger 
eoiisl ruried at D recent, Italy in 
1223, in which were Nativity fig- 
ure* and live animals. He popu- 
larized the custom of Die crib by 
holding a candle- and Torch-Jit cele- 
bration before this outdoor repro- 
duction of the Bethlehem stable. 

Bethlehem, Pa. t Founded 

From Maly 1 limn the practice of 
erecting a Christinas scene crept 
naturally into every Christian 
heart and home the world around. 

On Christmas Eve in 1741 a 
group of Moravian missionaries 
founded the town of Bethlehem, 
Pennsylvania They brought the 
special custom of the crib or 
“ pitu" with \ hem, ns did other 
Moravian settlers. These “ puts/’ 
contained figures of the Nativity 
and in addition, landscapes and 
waterfalls, villages mnl fountains 
and hundreds of figures. 

Ifni we are indebted not only to 
the Moravians, but to many pco- 
ples; fur Du* lovely custom of the 
crib was brought to America by 
Immigrants of many nations. 


It lias become one of the best 
loved of all American Christmas 
practices. For each time we see a 
tiny snow -covered cave beneath u 
Christmas tree, or a children T s Na- 
tivity' tableau, or an outdoor stable 
with figures nestled in tin* straw, 
we remember the light -bat lied 
stable of Bethlehem. And we go 
in our minds Immbly to its open 
doorway, to kneel beneath Sts lowly 
roof as shepherds did so long ago 
when : 

“Tin* Christ-child lay on Marys 
hen ii 

Ilia hair was like a fire/’
